lie opinion into concerted action, may he credited to prop­ 
aganda. 
There is, though, something' about propaganda, offi­ 
cial and unofficial, which does not appeal favorably to the 
American people. One great safety, however, to he noted 
is that the American people have no difficulty in recogniz­ 
ing propaganda and in accepting it for only what it is 
worth. 
The American people u-e their own reasoning 
powers, they apply their ability to separate truth from fic­ 
tion and have not been led blindly into any action.

but if that result is to obtain it must he absolutely true and 
have for its objective tile accomplishment of a definite and 
a worthy purpose. 
P ropaganda properly directed is one of our greatest 
of all our war-time weapon**, bm the Mneriean propaganda 
adhered strictly to truth and directed public thought in 
concentrated effort on subjects not within the range nj tin 
great majority of private citizen**. 
O ur experience with propaganda has been pleasant 
and productive of good thus far. 
It has brought knowl­ 
edge to the people and developed wonderfully efficient 
action. 
So long as propaganda consists of publication of fact 
— opening up the bidden places to public gaze— it eau only 
result iii good.
